Some $35,000 arc still needed to 
complete McGill's War Memorial 
Campaign, according to an an- 
nouflccmcnl from William Sellar, 
campaign secretary. So far $5fi5,000 
has been collected of the $600,000 
required. 

Interviewed by The Daily, Mr. 
Sellar expressed the hope that all 
those students who have moved 
out of town during the past months, 
and have therefore not been con- 
tacted by campaign canvassers 
win fulfill the pledges which' they 
signed last term. 

■ At the same time Mr. Sellar ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the 
progress of the campaign and 
praised what he termed the "loyally 
and Interest" of graduates and stu- 
dents. He pointed out that the or- 
ganizers of the campaign arc an- 
xious to keep the appeal for funds 
for the War Memorial within a 
circle of McGllI students and grad» 
uatcs rather than calling for pub- 
lic support. 

Mr. Sellar disclosed that Frank 



S. McGIll, C.B.E., "chairman of the 
campaign, in calling for an all-out 
effort by students and graduates to 
bring the campaign to a successful 
conclusion termed- the proposed 
rlnk-auditorium "a great benefit to 
amateur sports." - 

The auditrium will be used for 
track meets, student rallies and ice 
hockey. It will also be available for 
concerts, meetings and convoca- 
tions for which McGill has lacked 
a suitable locale in the past. It has 
often been pointed out, Mr. Sellar 
told The Dally, that though the 
University has ben very active In 
initiating lee 'hockey at Canadian 
colleges, it Is the only member of 
the present intercollegiate hockey 
union not enjoying the advantages 
of a rink.

An organizational' meeting for the 
proposed formation of student vet 
co-operativ^ residences will be held 
today at one o'clock in the Music 

Room of the McGill Union (top 
floor) under the direction of John 
Switzman, Housing Director of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society. 
Tentative plans will be drawn up 
and an executive formed to look 
into the establishment of this pro- 
ject. - 

A good example of what has al- 
ready been accomplished by vet 
co-operative action on housing is 
the Morgan House Student Veter- 
ans' Residence on University Street. 
A large fifteen room house- owned 
by the University was leased by 
a grpup of veterans and furnished 
with two-decker bunks and barrack 
room tables purchased from War 
Assets Corporation, Two cooks and 
a janitor were hired and a monthly 
rental' set to cover house expenses. 
Today, some thirty or forty vet- 
erans are paying $40.00 a month 
for room and board at this Resi- 
dence'. With the excepUoh of regu- 
lar menl hours, there arc no house 
rules or restrictions. 

The meeing is open to both men 
and women veteran students who 
are interested In setting up individ- 
ual co-operative r esidences . 

Daily Reaches Crisis 
Due to Small Staff 

Despite the fact that many stud- 
ents on ihis campus take their 
newspaper ■. for granted; It takes a 
reasonably large staff to put it out 
before it Is picked, up In the morn- 
ing by students, on their way to 
lectures. 

Also, as every member of The 
Daily- Is a* student, a complete new 
staff 'is required -nightly in order 
that they may do justice to their 
studies. 

Because of the large number of 
prospective reporters being sent to 
Dawson .College there is a. definite 
lack of new staff members to take 
the place of iformer students, who 
have graduated. To - offset this 
shortage new reporters are needed 
urgently In order that the news- 
paper may be put outswlthout too 
great a burden on senlormembers. 

A great deal of experience may 
be gained by attending McGiira 
only school of journalism,, as well 
as being -In contact with all parts 
of the campus. 



IODE Offers 
Postgraduate 
Scholarship 



The selection of a candidate this 
year for the I.O.D.E. Post-Grad- 
uate Scholarship (Overseas), it is 
announced, will take place during 
November, 1946, the candidate to 
hold the scholarship front October, 
1047, for a year.. This is under the 
I.O.D.E. War Memorial scholarship 
scheme, by which a post-graduate 
scholarship Is offered iii each prov- 
ince annually, to enable students to 
cany oh studies at any university 
in the United Kingdom. Each 
scholarship is of the value of $1,500 
a year. 

Candidates may be men or wo 
.^en, unmarried, ..British bom or 
naturalized allies or neutrals with 
at least five years' residence in 
Canada, and between the ages of 
nineteen and twenty-seven. 

A candidate 'must hold a degree 
from a recognized university or 
degree-granting college in Canada, 
and must have done or be doing 
post-graduate work. Other things 
being equal preference will oc 
given a returned soldier's sister, 
brother, son or daughter.

Sugar Oontent of Its Oane 
Said to Be World's Highet's 
- Although Australia produces an 
svetage of 5,200.000 tons o( sugar 
cane a year. It Is essentially a 
"small-man's"' Industry, as most of 
the farms on which it is grown arc 
small and individually owned. That 
situation has been progressive since 
the crop was first raised in the 
Commonwealth in 1823. 

It was not until 24 years later, 
however, tnat interest was shown 
in the crop, and by 1895 there 
were 33.000 acres under cultivation 
and 100 sugar mills In operation. 
About 94 per cent, of the present 
acreage is In the State of Queens- 
land,- where during the 1042-43 sea- 
son '310,000 seres were devoted to 
sugar cane. The Industry there has 
had many setbacks, the owners 
having suffered financial panic and 
much hardship in 1^76 when a 
rust disease virtually destroyed the 
canefields. A hardier, disease-re- 
sistant variety of cane was then 
planted. Today the avernRe annual 
production of sugar is 749.700 tons. 

Ai! a result of systematic study 
of cane culture in Queensland and 
improvements in field and mill 
methods, the sugar content ot the 
cane has been considerably in- 
creased and in 1937-38 only 6.78 
tons of cane were needed to pro- 
duce a ton of sugar. It is believed 
that Is the highest su?ar content 
obtained' any where in the world.

The programme has been split 
Into three -sections— Group A with 
speeches lasting from 7:30 until 
8:30 is made up of the Social 
Sciences, Humanities, Physical 
Sciences and Biological Sciences 
with the professors from the var- 
ious fields speaking similtaneously 
to students interested in the par- 
ticular division of studies.

Group B Is the Commerce sec- 
tion and the evening is expected 
to last from about 8.15 until 9.15. 
The discussion will follow after tho 
Commerce Undergraduate banquet 
and Professor Vlnebcrg will ad- 
dress the students followed by two 
graduates of the school of Com-

Groiip C'has speeches scheduled 
to last from 8.30 until 9.30 and has 
been divided into three sections— 
Pre-Mcdicals who will hear from 
Dr. Hoff, Pre-Englneers who will 
hear Dr. MacEwan and two grad- 
uates and Prc-Law with Dean 
Lemesuricr addressing those at- 
tending followed by two graduates 
of the Law faculty, ---i--. 

By this method of division, it is 
hoped by the committee that stu- 
dents will be able to attend all 
fields in which they arc particular- 
ly interested. . .- v : . 

As plane now stands the profes- 
sors will discuss the scope of the 
field and its relationship to other 
branches of study, the relationship 
and contents of the subjects within 
the field itself. They will also dis- 
cuss the courses of study open to 
the student the advantages of an 
honor versus^ a general course and 
what might be considered as ad- 
viseable outside . studies and will 
conclude by disrussing the oppor* 
tunlty for study and workr;both 
Inside and' outside the University 
and the opportuniti es for' graduate 
work. 

The floor will then be thrown 
open for questions from the stud- 
ents who may be bothered with a 
particular problem or are seeking 
advice. Following this question per- 
iod after the professor's speech, in 
those divisions in which there are 
graduates speaking, the graduates 
(,V;ill stress the vocational end ot 
the problem. . 

The plan is for the graduates In 
their particular fields to stress the 
so-called practical angle with par- 
ticular reference towards what 
found most useful in their college 
careers, what the prospects are in 
the field upon graduation, and what 
they would study had they a 
chance to repeat their careers. 

Once again the floor will be 
thrown open for questions on tho 
patr of the students. It has been 
stressed by the committee that the 
speeches will be brief, full of in- 
formation and informal. The pro- 
gramme planned is something never 
before attempted on this campus, 
and is expected to fill a gap that 
has long existed. The advice will 
be of a type that Is Intended to 
help the students in choice of, their 
.future careers.

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'Gen' Night 

Just wlicn or where tlio word "gen" was 
conceived is another ono of those well-kept 
miiitaiy eeercts but ex-servicemen have adopted 
the word ia peacetime usage for the purposes 
of signifying. complete and accurate information 
on a pa rUcular , subject. In other words they 
have replacâ ihe slang expression "What's .Uio 
dope?" with "What's the gen?" "Whoever decided 
to call tomorrow night at Dawson "Gen" nîgïit 
picked a pnrlicularly apt terms for what it is 
hoped will be accomplished, nt least in part, 
during the course of the evening. 

Dawson students will be afforded the oppor- 
tunity of listening to pre-eminently qualified 
professors and graduates discuss 'just exactly 
, what a particular college course means, what 
it entails, where it can lead to and how it can 
be put to the most proper use upon graduation. 
'It is a common lament these days of uppcr- 
classmcn that had they only known what was 
involved in bcing'a Chemist, or an Engineer, or 
a host of other things, they would have realized 
that they were not fitted for the field and taken 
something else. 

Far too often these same people wake up 
to the fact that they are in the wrong course 
only when they are so far advanced that to 
start over irould mean the loss of two or three 
years before graduation. It is the hope of the 
Freshman Reception Committee that some of 
this can bo averted by providing new students 
and all other interested under-graduates with 
the chance of listening to professors tell, in a 
very informal manner, the type of subject matter 
contained in the field of Social Sciences, or in 
the Humanities, as for example, the advantages 
of an Honour course as against those of a general 
course. Graduates who are young enough to 
realize the problems confronting students in the 
post war era will discuss the opportunities in 
particular fields, what they have found roost 
useful to them in their own careers and other 
pertinent information! 

The undertaking is an ambitious one and 
fills a need thai has far too long been neglected 
on the campus. University officials these days 
simply have not enough hours in a day to cope 
with the huge influx of students and undertake 
this type of work at one and the same time 
but they have very wisely given the go-ahead 
signal to undergraduates. It is hoped that by 
giving students this chance of obtaining infor- 
mation that is above and beyond the mere 
factual material presented in class-rooms, the 
usual hard core of students who are constantly 
shifting faculties and departments in an attempt 
to fijfd their propeir niche will be reduced. 

The evening is not a case of telling students 
the easiest way of getting through college by 
taking the so-called "inch" courses, nor is it 
an attempt at trying to tell the individual 
iindergraduate just what field ho should follow.

Why Are We Here ? 

(Ed. Note:— The following editorial, written 
by Dr. Robert Newton, President of the Uniycr 
sity of Alberta, is reprinted from The Western 
Gazette, University of Western Ontario, London 
Ont.) 

The fuction of a university is educaUon.'^bat 
seems plain enough, but not everyone: staj^B to 
consider the meaning of education. To educate 
is to bring up, to develop character and mental 
powers. This cannot be accomplished ()y formal 
instruction alone. Â good definition of a univcr 
sity is, "a society of teachers and scholars united 
in the search for knowledge." The^studeiit must 
cooperate actively in exploring "the great ocean 
of truth." He will soon find that his own dis- 
coveries mean more to him than any second-hand 
knowledge possibly can. 

A university, then, must provide the tools for 
self-development, and staff competent to in 
struct in their use. 

' First among these tools is a good library. A 
man who has read widely and knows where to 
find things will meet few situations in which he 
cannot derive help from thé experience of some 
one who has gone before. A student should 
therefore learn to find his way among books. 

Second, a. university must offer formal in- 
struction in a sufficient number of program 
patterns to meet the reasonable needs of all its 
students. Some specialism is inevitable, as no 
one can master all knowledge. But to mastery of 
a limited field should bo added some knowledge 
of the world as a whole. A university graduate 
should be a developed human being, hence needs 
some acquaintance with the humanities. Ho goes 
out into a world dominated by science and 
technology, hence should be familiar with the 
main principles of physical Ecien(:e., He is ex- 
pected to be a good citizen, hence^'csnnot afford 
to neglect the social sciences. , Curriculum build- 
ing is therefore among thé' university's heaviest 
responsibilities. 

Third, students should bé encouraged to 
develop physical fitness and a healthy outlook, 
civic consciousness and responsibility, the habit 
of justice and fair dealing, interest in and appre- 
ciation of art, music and drama. In this third 
group, main responsibility rests upon the students 
themselves, individually and through campus 
organizations of their choice. 

Finally, a university owes a duty to the world, 
to add to the store of knowledge, and to speak 
out plainly on issues in which- it can do so 
authoritatively. 

The latter is the work of a competent vocational 
guidance expert. However, it is an attempt at 
presenting students with the facts and from this 
point they will have n solid foundation upon 
which they may base their future course of 
action.

RUPERT CAPLAN 



Rupert Caplan, Supervisor of 
Production at CBC, is a forceful 
personality and one of the import- 
ant pcrsonagés in Canadian radio. 
And although he is a very busy 
man, when you meet him he gives 
generously of his time, and talks 
freely, informatively, and well. He 
is informal and friendly, and he 
managed to impart a great deal of 
information In the short space of 
one half hour. 

It is Mr. Caplan's encouraging 
opinion that a big future -'awaits 
writers and actors In Canadian 
radio. He himself got into radio 
by accident, and from the theatre. 
It was the arrival in Montreal of 
Tyrone Guthrie, who has been for 
many years one of the guiding 
spirits- of London's Old Vic, that 
gave him his opportunity. "Every- 
thing I learned in radio, I learned 
from him," said Mr. Caplan. "He 
was a great man, a sensitive actor, 
and a fine person." At the time 
of M'r. Guthrie's arrival, Mr. Cap- 
lan was, characteristically, engaged 
in establishing three Little Theatres 
at the same time He knew most 
of the actors on the Montreal dra* 
malic scene, and Mr. Guthrie, who 
had come to Canada from the CBC 
and needed actors, contacted him. 
Mr. Caplan ended up by playing all 
the leads and doing most of the 
narration the program required. 

"I think," ho said, "that radio 
needs not so much a higher stan- 
dard of production but a clearer ap- 
preciation of the Canadian scene— 
and some humour. Radio takes it- 
self too seriously. Writers, actors, 
everyone, take themselves too ser- 
iously. Everyone is trying to recon- 
struct' the world. I don't try! I'd 
have to reconstruct myself first. 
Radio has three things to do, to 
entertain, to inform, and to instruct 
—in just about that order. You can't 
inform or instruct without enter- 
taining. You can't deal out statis- 
tics. Everything has to have a cer- 
tain amount of showmanship. The 
radio audience is a casual audience 
—it turns on the radio like it turns 
on an electric light— and the radio 
producer who tears his hair out 
trying to get his program perfect 
has to compete with the telephone 
ringing, the bath water running, a 
poker game, or the movies." 

And there, realistically stated. 



you have a good deal of information 
about Canadian radio. First of all, 
radio Beting and producing is not 
only Mr. Caplan's art, but his busi- 
ness. The fact that he remains in 
Montreal is, as he pointed out him- 
self. Indicative that dollars don't 
matter too much to him. But he is 
reallslic. His attitude towards radio 
is a refreshing one, but it is un- 
fortunately often obscured on one 
side by the impractical idealism of 
the young writer, and on the other 
by* the incurable commercialism of 
many.; sponsors, which destroys arl 
and education. You must entertain 
at ail'^tlmes, when sometimes you'd 
rather Inform or instruct, but the 
fact that you must entertain doesn't 
stop you trying to instruct.' And, 
presumably, it you ignore this un- 
alterable angle, you're off the air. 

"Montreal has had a Renaissance," 
said Mr. Caplan. 'There is good ta- 
lent Here. Actors arc busy, and mu- 
sicians arc getting along. You can 
make a living without crossing the 
border, unless you are after higher 
salaries. There is opportunity for 
actors, and a big field for radio 
writers. Mr. Caplan feels that stu- 
dents who intend to write or act 
for radio should remain in college 
and acquire a background for it. 
Then they should get into Little 
Theatres, often the testing ground 
for radio actors, get the feel of dia- 
logue, get auditions. He looks for 
plausibility and good taste In his 
scripts. If it's comedy or farce, he 
wants to believe it. If a serious or 
currently Important theme comfs 
up in a good play, fine. If (be script 
is good, and the "reconstructing" 
angle doesn't appear, -the play still 
has his consideration. His require 
mcnts as to theme arc elastic and 
diversified. 

"There has been no Canadian 
Theatre,' 'he says, "because there Is 
not enough support for cultural 
things. We should have a civic and 
a naUonal theatre. The Montreal 
audience will support anything 
that la honest and .good, and re» 
sonably well adviertlsed, i>ut It will 
not pay $3.40 for tickets to shows 
that insult its intelligence. It will 
be Insulted once, but not twice. 

"As foe Little Theatres, they 
should produce plays which have 
literary, but not necessarily com' 
merclal value. They should not pro

During the past year the McGill 
Student Veterans' Society has at- 
tempted to tsckle the housing pro- 
blcm as it affects this campus, and 
I recently paid a visit to Ottawa 
to observe tho work, of the Vet- 
erans' Housing League in that city. 

Our experience as well as that 
0f .other .organizations yrho have 



tried to find homes for veterans 
has been that no one group or or- 
ganization, no matter how earnest, 
can solve the problem. Rather, it 
appears that the problem is na 
tional in scope, and the Govern' 
ment must take the responsibility 
for its solution. 

The Ottawa Veterans' Housing 
League has succeeded in finding 
homes for some sixty families, but 
on the other hand, more than four 
hundred and fifty more families rc' 
main to be taken care of, and it 
appears probable that the sixty will 
soon be looking for other places, 
unless the Government reverses its 
decisions. That thousands of fam- 
ilies across the country are con- 
fronted with urgent housing needs 
is ono of the most important facts 
that the efforts of these Ottawa 
Veterans have brought to the atten- 
tion of the nation. 

Accommodation seems to be 
available in various government 
oAvned buildings, such as the Lans- 
downe and Kildaire Barracks 
amongst others, but as far as coiild 
bé'asceirtaîned'it was not intended 
to make use of them in any way. 
The families who moved into these 
buildings have indicated?, to the 
Government that they arc willing 
to pay rent on the basis of one- 
fifth of the final family Income. 
However, the only reply they have 
received is an ultimatum to vacate 
by October 16th. 

The Ottawa house hunters àre'w 
up. a program of twelve demands 
which included suggestions for both 
emergency and long-term measures 
to deal with the situation, includ- 
ing reconversion of barracks. War- 
time Housing Units, a long range 
low renter subsidized housing pro- 
• rConfinuVdion'/^'affclfji^l^.

Those 
plays may be left to the profession- 
al theatre." The theory is that the 
professional theatre, which, must 
appeal to thousands of theatre- 
goers, cannot always afford to take 
the risk, but the little Uicatrc has 
a more or less stable list of sub- 
scribers. Its responsibility is the ex- 
pression and development of- the 
country. "And", continued Mr. Cap- 
lan, "it should bo so well written 
and acted (and directed) as a 
whole that even if one or two of 
tho actors is weak, the production 
is still a good one. It should not 
produce plays which afford only 
one or two leads, but plays in 
which ail the actors share an equal 
burden. Group performance should 
be emphasized. It is the unity of 
performance, necessary to any form 
ot art, which makes a good produc- 
tion." 

At present, Mr. Caplan is, as us- 
ual, up to his neck in work. "Radio 
Repertory" which offers opportun- 
ity for young writers, "Columbia 
School of the Air", and a new 
factual scries called "The Oily" arc 
a few names on the long list of his 
radio programs. It was at aboul 
this time that he waved a casual 
hand at the fifty-odd photographs 
of "very nice people" which adorn 
the walls ot his office. He worked 
with them during the Victory Loan 
shows, and among the famous 
names are those of Greer Garson 
("Bless her heart, she's my favour- 
ite"), Claude Rains, Ralph Belamy, 
Walter Pidgeon, our own Fridolin, 
Frederick March, Paul Muni and 
Catherine Hepburn. Incidentally, 
Ingrid Bergman runs a close second 
to Greer Garson. And while we 
were looking at the atitographs, we 
noticed the awards which mark 
him, if we had no olher way'of 
knowing, as one of radio's outstand- 
ing perso|)alities.

ject, government research on build 
ing materials and methods, and the 
training of large numbers ol build 
ing tradesmen. 

Prior to the tailing over of the 
Kildalrc Barraclcs a delegation o( 
tho Veterans was received by Rc' 
construction Minister C. D. Howe, 
the Parliamentary Assistant to the 
Minister bl Veterans Affairs. Mr. 
Walter Tucker, M.P. as well as seV' 
eral other officials, including one of 
the Ottawa M.P.'s. The response to 
their appeal at this meeting was 
very unsatisfactory, and a public 
meeting was called to consider 
their nex^t step. At this meeting 
Mayor Lewis premised that no 
veteran would be put out into the 
street, but nothing materialized and 
the Housing League decided that it 
winter was not to make the situa 
tion unbearable they must take ac 
tion on their own. 
• After the taking ov^r of the Kil 
dairc Barracks Mayor Lewis had a 
.conference with Prime Minister 
MacKenzIe King, and they decided 
to set up a committee to survey the 
amount of emergency accomodation 
available and make,;reConunenda' 
tlons to the Government. The Hous' 
ing Lcogue approached the chair- 
man of this committee to 'obtain 
representations on the committee, 
bu' were toIU iii effect that thwe 
would-be but one sitting and that' it 
would not serve any ; purpose -to 
have representation under these cir- 
cumstances. A later public meeting 
also demanded "50O housing units 
tomorrow" and that a committee of 
citizens be set up to look into the 
situation, . and that these demands 
should be presented to the Prime 
Minister, However, Mr. King re- 
fused to make an appointment, 
which seems to indicate that the 
Government is not very anxious to 
tako action on this pressing prob- 
lem. 

It seems difficult to understand 
why. the Canadian Government 
should, take such an attitude to- 
wards those whom they were not 
long ago promising adequate civil 
re>establishment and security. 

'It seems worthy of note, however, 
that organizations representing real 
estate owners and construction con-' 
cems are demanding that the Gov- 
ernment lift rent controls to stimu- 
late building. 

.They, point out that It is not pro- 
fitable to build under present cir- 
cumstances and therefore veterans 
would be well advised to submit to 
increased rentals rather than' be 
forced to build their own homes. 
In these circumstances It is obvious 
that the government must take 
steps to subsidize the building of 
thousands of low rental homes this 
year. This will not only ensure de- 
cent houses for those who need 
them but will also give millions of 
dollars of business to the building 
industry and provide thousands of 
jobs. — LEN STARKEY. 

OIL FROM SHALT 

Large Swedish Enterprise 

Proved Suocessful in the War 

At Tornberg, 200 miles north of 
Stockholm, Sweden has a deposit of 
oil shale which it became necessary 
to develop during tho war because 
American and other foreign sources 
of petroleum were cut off. 

Dr. Gustav Egloff, who, recently 
returned to this country after a 
visit to Scandinavian countries. In- 
spected this $25,000,000 project. At 
Tornberg he reports that holes are 
drilled SO feet Into the shale. Into 
these holes electrical heaters arc 
dropped. .The current istumed on 
for three months for a preliminary 
warming up. Then six holes are 
connected by pipes to carry away 
vapors to the refinery. . 

Thli pipe system works for two 
months. After that the oil in the 
shale has all been vaporized, and 
the whole apparatus is moved to 
new ground.

London— World War II took about 
the same toll of European thrones 
as. World War L At first, the 
worldly wise predicted that the 
fanfares of this later war were the 
death knell for monarchies, but it 
hasn't quite worked out that way. 

One king has Just had his crown 
returned to him, and if another is 
deposed, it is because the old issue 
of monarchy versus republic has 
been out-shouted by the all>domI 
nating East versus West conflict 
of modern power, politics. - 
. Sovereigns who lost their scats 
after the first World War kept few 
supporters for their futile cause 
outside , the hapless diehard mon 
archlsts.^ Germany's Kaiser, '.he 
Austro-Huhgarian Emperor, Tur- 
key's Sultan and Russia's Czar 
were all removed from Ihcir divine 
office without the slightest possi 
bility of -ever being reinstated; 
whether for themselves or their 
descendants. 

So far World War II has unseated 
Italy's House of Savoy. Peter of 
Yugoslavia, Zog of Albania and 
last week, Simeon of Bulgaria 
While objective critics do not think 
that these ex-sovercigns have much 
chance of climbing back onto their 
thrones, King George's newly won 
right of triumphal re-entry into 
Greece must have given them con 
siderablc encouragement., 

George Is the best example of 
how the simple old issue of mon 
archy has been turned into a new 
issue. Virtually every correspond- 
ent in Athens, reporting the recent 

Êlebiscitc, made it clear that 
reece was voting on whether it 
wanted to swing into the Russian 
or the Western orbit. Ballots might 
have been marked as suitably with 
the Russian Bear on one side and 
the Eagle atop the Lion on tho 
other, as with the Republican seal 
and the Royalist scepter. 

Obviouslv this means that should 
the fight between Eost and West 
be removed at any time from 
Greece, the people of the Pelopon 
nesus might have a different an 
swer to give to the direct question 
of King or President. Or. it the 
East won all the eastern Mcditcr 
ranean, the choice might be simply 
between President 'and Commissar. 

Peter, Zog and Simeon are direct 
victims of Soviet influence, but 
there Is no reason to suppose that 
they would not have been thrown 
out anyway.. Eastern European 
monarch had kept to themselves a 
good deal of power which constitu- 
tional limit&tlon had shorn away 
from thrones in the West before 
the war. It would not have been 
surprising to have found those 
countries shearing off the kings 
alone with royal prerogatives in an 
rapid .attempt • to catch up with 
twentieth-century conceptions of 
government, even If there had been 
no Soviet pressure. 

But Moscow has complicated 
matters. King George of the Hel- 
lenes , has found the Kremlin's 
scowl helpful in recapturing his 
throne. On the other hand, Michael 
of Rumania cannot count on the 
same aid. Because he is both in- 
telligent and popular, he has been 
able to hang on so far, nor has he 
the same degree of domestic dissa- 
tisfaction to combat as other Balkan 
monarchs. But he has no better 
assurance that he can maintain his 
dynasty. Playing n cagey game 
Michael has managed avoid: the 
great outpouring of Russian wrath 
thot has deluged his neighboring 
sovereigns, but if and when the 
iron curtain is solidified into a 
steel barricade he will have to be 
prepared to retire. 

Western monarchs are In a far 
different position. Only one was 
seriously embarrassed by the war 
and he is still a question mark, 
with the odds against him. Leo- 
pold of Belgium remains King, but 
he cannot go back to his country. 
He neither rules nor reigns but 
skis in Switzerland. Belgian politi 
elans prefer to avoid the national 
squabble that usually results from 
deciding on the form of govern- 
ment by simply refusing to-submlt 
the King to a vole. Eventually that 
will have to be done, but the Bel 
ians hope to watt tmtil they can 
o it without involving interna- 
tional politics. 

Monarchies in the West 
The rest of \Vestern Europe's 
crowned heads rest as easily on 
their shoulders as ever. The great- 
est regal issue In England is whom 
Princess Elizabeth will marry. 
Even The Daily Worker treats Brit- 
ish royalty with respect, and when 
an anti-monarchical article like 
the recent piece by the late H..G. 
Wells appears, it is considered a 
silly joke by the few who bother 
to read it. Of course the British 
Constitution makes it perfectly pos- 
sible that some day/.the;King will 
appear before Parliament to an- 
nounce composition of His Majes- 
ty's Communist Government, with- 
out a particularly sharp thorn jab- 
bing anybody's legalistic side. 
Scandinavian sovereigns appear 
qually secure. Haakon of Norway, 
Christian of Denmark and Gustav 
of Sweden are popular and not at 
all -troublesome. They .have almost, 
as good prospects as the British 
monarch for a long maintenance of 
their hereditary right to sit on the 
throne. 

Some elements of Belgian unrest 
seem to have crossed the border 
to Holland, but it is practically un- 
noticeable, particularly under the 
firm, wise hand of Wilhelmina of 
Orange. While Greece was holding 
its breath to find out if it would 
have a king or a president, Holland 
gasped to think of the possibility 
that it might eventually have a 
king instead of a queen, when It 
heard that Princess Juliana was 
going to have a fourth child. Her 
first three are girls." 

Meanwhile, Spain remains locked 
in Franco's vise that may 'be re- 
laxed sufficiently some day soon to 
establish the Bourbons in the per- 
son of Don Juan who patiently 
waits in Lisbon for his < summons 
to return to the throne.
